(b) That the vehicle covered by the countersigna- 
ture shall not be used for picking up and 
dropping down the same goods at any two 
points laying within the jurisdiction of the 
reciprocating State/Union Territory. 

( c) A public goods vehicle of the Union territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli covered under the 
Public Carrier Permit issued by the S.T.A. of 
that territory and countersigned by the S.T.A. 
Gujarat State by virtue of this proposed agree- 
ment shall be liable to pay to the State of 
Gujarat the amount of motor vehicles tax equal 
to the difference between the amount of tax 
leviable by the State of Gujarat and that levied 
by the Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli; whereas a public goods vehicle of the 
State of Gujarat covered under the Public Car- 
rier permit issued by the Transport Authority 
of that State and countersigned by the S.T.A., 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli by virtue of this pro- 
posed agreement shall be exempt from payment 
ol motor vehicles tax to the Union territory of 
Dadta and Nagar Haveli. Goods tax, if leviable, 
shall be also payable to the reciprocating State/ 
Union Territory. 

III. Private Carriers : 

It is proposed that permits for 5 private goods vehicles 
shall be countersigned by the Transport Authority of the 
either State/Union Territory. Such countersignatures for 
the vehicles of Gujarat State shall be given for the entire 
area of the Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
and those for the vehicles of DadTa and Nagar Haveli 
shall be given for the specified routes connecting the 
specified terminals by the shortest routes extending with- 
in the territory of the State of Gujarat. A private goods 
vehicles ol the Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli operating under the countersignature granted by 
the Transport Authority of Gujarat State by virtue of 
this proposed agreement shall be liable to pay to the 
State of Gujarat the amount of Motor vehicles tax equal 
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to the difference between the amount of tax leviable by 
the State of Gujarat and that levied by the Union Tetri- 
lory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli; whereas a private 
goods vehicle of Gujarat State operating under the C/s 
granted by the Transport Authority of Union Territory 
of Dadta and Nagar Haveli shall be exempt from pay- 
ment of motor vehicles tax to the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli Goods tax, if leviable, shall 
also be payable in respect of such private goods vehicles 
to the reciprocating State/ Union Territory. 

IV, T empouiry Permits ( Private & Public goods 

vehicles) ; — 

It is proposed that temporary permits for public or 
private goods vehicles shall be issued by the Transport 
Authority of either Jsiate upto the limit of 20 vehiclos 
per month without previous consultation of the Transport 
Authority of the reciprocating State. Such a temporary 
permit shall be valid for a period not exceeding a calender 
month for which it is granted. A temporary permit 
issued by the Transport Authority, Gujarat State, shall 
authorise the use of th© vehicle on any route extending 
within, the entire area of Dadra and Nagar Haveli: 
whereas that issue by the Transport Authority of Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli shall authorise the use of the vehicle 
on three specified routes connecting the terminals by the 
shortest routes extending within the territory of the State 
of Gujarat, with a permissible penetration of 30 Kms, 
on either side of said routes. The temporary permits so 
issued shall be subject to the following conditions, viz; 

(a) That the vehicle covered by the temporary 
permit shall not bo used for picking up and 
dropping down the same goods between any 
two points lying within the jurisdiction of the 
reciprocating State. 

(b) That the vehicle operating under tho temporary 
permit shall be liable to pay the motor vehicle 
tux and Goods Tax due to the other State. The 
Transport Authority, shall ensure this by receiv- 
ing a Demand Draft for the total amount pay- 
able to the other State before the temporary 
permit is issued. The Transport Authority 
issuing such temporary permits shall maintain 
a register showing the details us shown in the 
Appendix ‘B’ and forward the carbon copy of 
the same together with the Demand Drafts to 
the Director of Transport/ Secretary State 
Transport Authority of the other State at the 
end of each calender month. 

\. Contract Carriages (Taxi Cubs) (Substantive permits) 

It is proposed that contract carriage permits for taxi 
cabs shall be countersigned by the Transport Authority 
,of either State'Unioji Territoy upto a limit of four taxi 
cabs. The grant of countersignature on the contract 
carriage permit under this clause shall be subject to the 
following conditions, namely : — 

(ft) The taxi cab shall not have a seating capacity 
of more than six persons including driver. 

(b) The taxi cab shall not include station wagon ot 
any disefiptioo, 

(c) The taxi cab covered under the countersignature 
shall be liable to payment ot taxes under the 
existing Jaws both in (he Home State and the 
reciprocating State. 


VI. Contract Carriages (Taxi Cabs) : Temporary Per j 

mits : 

It is proposed that temporary permits for contract 
.carriage (taxi cubs) may be issued by the Transport 
Authority of the either State/Union Territory upto a 
limit of five temporary permits per month, for a specified 
inter-state route connecting specified terminal, without 
prior concurrence. The validity of such a temporary 
permit shall be normally for a period not exceeding seven 
class. The grant of such a temporary permit snail be 
•subject to the following conditions, namely : — 

(a) The taxi cab shall not have seating capacity of 
more than six persons including driver. 

( b ) The taxi cab shall not include a station wagon 
of any discretion. 

(c) The tuxi cab shall be hired by a single party. 

(d) The taxi cab shall be used for a single return 
journey. 

( c ) The M.V, Tax shall be payable to the 
reciprocating State/ Union Territory for the 
calender month or months in which the tempo- 
rary permit so issued may be valid. 

The authority issuing such temporalry permits shall en- 
sure that the tax due to the other State has been paid 
in advance before the permit is issued to tho applicant. 
Information about the grant of temporary permit under 
this clause, stating the registration mark ol the vehicle, 
(he seating capacity of the vehicle, fuel used, the name 
and address of the permit holder, the route for which the 
permit is" isrned, the period of validity of the permit, the 
amount of tax paid along with the particulars of remit- 
tance, shall be furnished as soon as possible to the Direc- 
tor of Transport, Secretary, State Transport Authority of 
the reciprocating State/ Union Territory. 

VII. General 

1. The reciprocating State shall accord Recognition to 
tax tokens, registrations, conductors licences, public ser- 
vice authorisations, certificate of fitness etc. in respect of 
motor vehicles plying or lo the plied on the inter-state 
routes in accordance with this proposed agreement. 

2. The vehicles owned by the Governments of recipro- 
cating State/ Union Territory and uses for noncommercial 
purposes shall be exempt from payment of motor vehicles 
l ax 'goods tax due to the other Slate, 

3. The number of permits agreed in lespeet of public 
carriers, private carriers, stage carriages, contract car- 
riiges and temporary permits in accordance with this 
proposed agreement and any other matter provided there- 
in will be subject to revision every six months at the in- 
stance of either Stale 'Union Territory. 

4. This proposed agreement shall be subject to the 
ratification by the Governments of the reciprocating 
State/ Union Territory and shall be brought into force 
from tin. date agreed upon by both the Governments. 

5. This proposed agreement shall be in force until such 
time as it is rescinded by mutual consent or on three 
months notice on either side.
